plicable to the railroads. A City Coun- 
cil could prescribe by ordinance that 
fast ranscontinental trains should 
slow down to eight miles an hour pass- 
ing throngh the village; that the en- 
gineers’ should wear pink uniforms and 
greem neckties, or that headlights 
should be turned off or blue baby rib- 
bon be tled around the smokestacgs.
